Club  Member  #750  e-mailed  me  about  two  bars  not  included  in  any  of  the  guide 
books.  He  has  two  CEECO  bars,  CEM-47C  (Labor  Day  1973).  One  has  Reverse  Type 
7  and  the  other  one  Reverse  Type  8.  The  other  one  is  USSC-94.  One  is  serially 
numbered  and  the  other  is  not  serially  numbered.  This  is  the  kind  of  information 
that  is  very  helpful  when  compiling  a  guide  book.  Most  information  comes  from 
collectors . . .  thanks  |im. 

Last  week  1  took  a  couple  of  friends  to  visit  Silvertowne  and  IASAC  member  Jerry 
Scherer.  He  allocated  time  for  a  personal  tour  of  all  Silvertowne  operations  like  the 
tour  the  club  had  in  2007.  Nothing  has  changed  ...  it  is  as  fascinating  as  it  was  then. 
Vice  President  Doug  Jennings  knew  we  were  going  to  visit  there  again  and  asked  if  I 
could  get  him  a  piece  of  silver  where  a  round  or  bar  had  been  blanked  out  of  a  strip 
of  silver.  He  is  now  proud  owner  of  such  a  piece  of  silver.  They  were  also  blanking 
out  strips  for  10-ounce  bars  while  we  were  there.  Really  good  ear  plugs  are  needed 
for  this.  Tons  of  pressure  coming  down  on  a  dye  is  noisy.  They  were  cutting  a  blank 
every  two  to  four  seconds. 


Again  thank  you  for  allowing  me  to  serve  all  these  years  as  a  Trustee  and  two 
terms  as  President  of  the  IASAC.  It  has  been  an  honor.  Good  luck  to  Nancy  as 
incoming  President  and  especially  to  Ed  Lantz  who  has  some  big  shoes  to  fill  as 
incoming  Secretary  /Treasurer.

Archie  Kidd  asks,  “1  was  looking  at  my  Greathouse  bars  and  noticed 
that  TRG-22  Clark  Gable  looks  as  if  it  is  perhaps  antique  silver  and  the 
reverse  is  blank,  1  have  no  information  concerning  this  bar.  Anyone 
know  anything  about  it?” 


Robert  Bongiovanni  writes.  “Like  most  of  you,  during  these  tough, 
dying  economic  times  we  are  experiencing  now,  I  am  looking  for  ways 
to  cut  back  on  expenses.
